Tho jealous and fault- 
finding Pharisees found fault with them, 
claiming that by such acts tho disciples 
wero breaking tho Sabbath day, acd they 
wanted Jesus to stop tho whole thing. This 
Jesus refused to do, reminding them of how 
David onco, in a case ot necessity, broko 
tho templo law, ar.d how priests worked on 
tho Sabbath day, and yet were blameless. 
Soon after this He went into a synagogue, 
and there was a rnan paralysed in one hand. 
To tompt Him, they asked Jesus whether it 
was right to heal u :nan on the Sabbath. To 
this Ho answerercd, that if it was right to 
pull an ox or an ass out of a pit into which 
Ho hail fallen on the Sabbath day, it was 
right to heal u sick man on that day. Then 
Ho said to the paraly7Cd man : Stretch forth 
thy hand.1' fie stretched it forth, undlo: 
it was instantly healed. This made tho 
Pharisees so angry that they went oat and 
had a meeting, in which they planned hovr 
to got rid ot Jesus for good and all. 


In this action of Jesus, was Ho in any 


•way sotting aside the fourth commandinmt? 
Not at all. 
"\Yhat He was doing was to set 


aside tho miserable additions to that law 
which Jewish scribes had made. They had 
added so many things to tho laws of Moses, 
that the law became a burden which neither 
they nor their fathers could bear. They 
thus magnified the letter of tho law, while 
at tho same time they overlooked its spirit. 
While they looked at the more outward 
performance of ceremonies, they forgot that 
God looks upon the heart, and judges men 
by that. So far had they wandered from 
thotratt, that though they found fault with 
Jesus for healing o raan on tho Sabbath, 
they themselves wont out, and on that same 
Sabbath planned how they might kill Jesus. 
Wo must never forget that Jesus came not 
to destroy tho law, but to fulilil it, Tho 
fourth commandment i? as much a law of 
God to-day as it was when God gave it to 
Israel from Mount Sinai. 


How ought tho Sabbath to bo kept to-day! 


It ought to be kept as a day of rest. All 
ordinary week-day work ought to cease. 
God knew that man needs one day in sovcn 
for rest. The Sabbath was not mado for 
God's good, but for man's good. Man can 
do moro and better work iu six days with 
ono day of rest, than ho can in seven days 
with no time for recuperation. This has 
been proven over and over again. Only 
really Ti««^u*'j/ work is allowable on tho 
Sabbath, and the word necessary must bo 
carefully defined. Perhaps no one can do- 
flno that word for anyone else; but if all 
who want to obey Cod's laws will go to Him 
and ask for guidance as to what is neces- 
sary on the Sabbath, and what is not neces- 
sary, God will guide each ono aright. The 
whole tendency of modern society is ia the 
wrong direction in this regard. — Rtv. A. f. 
i'c/ioi'jflcr.
